Origin of Various Apple*. 

A recent bulletin from the Maine sta¬ 
tion contains the following Interesting 
Information about the origin of several 
of the different varieties of apples: 

As In the case of pears, the Newtown 
Pippin apple, which Is usually regard¬ 
ed as a standard of excellence, origl 
anted as a chance aeedllng nearly 200 
yearn ago. Because of its better adap¬ 
tation to the climate the apple was 
much more widely grown than the 
pear, and the production of new varle 
ties from seed waa very common. Un¬ 
til very recently, however, the varle 
ties were usually the result of chance. 
The Baldwin, which waa found In 
eastern Massachusetts In 1742, took Its 
name from Colonel Baldwin, who first 
brought It Into general notice. The 
Northern Bpy. originating near Bocbew 
ter. N. Y„ about 1800, the Roxbury 
Rueeett, the Jonathan and. In abort 
most of the older commercial varieties 
came about la this way.
